The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 

Saint  Ives  (Hunts.). 

Your  Worship  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1962. 

The  rise  of  approximately  200  in  the  population  continued 
as  in  the  previous  few  years  and  in  view  of  the  residential 
development  taking  place  in  the  Town  further  increase  in 
the  population  is  to  be  expected. 

The  Birth  Rate  again  indicates  an  upward  trend  and 
compares  favourably  with  the  County  of  Huntingdon  and 
also  with  the  Country  as  a  whole.  The  Death  Rat©  on  the 
other  hand  while  showing  a  slight  rise  during  the  year  remains 
low  as  compared  with  the  National  average. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  was  minimal  in  1952  and 
the  Borough  was  free  of  any  outbreak  of  serious  infection. 

The  Council  completed  a  scheme  for  re-housing  Old 
People  in  the  Town  and  some  twenty-eight  dwellings  were 
erected  for  this  purpose.  During  the  year  about  twenty 
properties  were  purchased  by  the  Council  for  demolition 
purposes  with  a  view  to  re^-development  on  the  same  sites. 
In  addition  to  this  there  was  considerable  private  development 
in  the  Ramsey  Road  area  which  is  the  developing  area  of 
the  Town. 

The  Council  are  in  the  process  of  concluding  negotiations 
for  the  purchase  of  land  in  connection  with  the  Sewerage 
Scheme  and  it  is  hoped  that  Ministry  approval  will  be 
forthcoming  in  order  that  this  long  awaited  scheme  can  be 
commenced. 

During  the  year  the  Water  Storage  Tower  was  completed 
and  solved  the  water  pressure  problem  in  the  high  parts  of 
the  Town  and  enabled  private  residential  development  to 
be  undertaken. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  to  me  and  to 
their  Officers  for  all  the  help  they  have  given  me  during 
the  year.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area 
1.  Water  Supply. 

The  new  500,000  gallon  water  tower  on  Houghton  Hill 
was  completed  and  brought  into  service  during  the  year. 
This  enabled  the  householders  in  the  higher  parts  of  the 
Borough  to  obtain  water  at  a  good  pressure,  and  also  enabled 
the  Council  to  lift  the  restriction  on  building  operations. 

Work  was  also  commenced  on  the  laying  of  the  new 
10"  main  into  the  Borough  from  the  main  supplying  Ramsey 
Urban  District  Council 

New  mains  were  laid  on  the  new  estates  during  the 
year  as  they  became  necessary. 

All  the  houses  in  the  area  are  now  provided  with  mains 
water,  the  last  house  which  had  a  well  supply  was  connected 
during  the  year.

2.  Seweirage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Approval  was  received  in  principle  for  the  start  to  the 


Council's  proposed  Main  Drainage  Scheme  and  the  Consulting 
Engineers  were  instructed  to  carry  out'  the  necessary  detailed 
surveys  and  to  prepare  the  contract  documents  for  tender. 
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Land-owners  had  expressed  willingness  to  sell  land  for 
pumping  stations  and  works. 

The  extension  to  the  sewers  in  Houghton  Road  and  the 
improvements  to  the  Pound  Ground  Sewage  Plant  were  both 
completed  during  the  year. 

3.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Minor  works  were  undertaken  during  the  year. 

4.  Closet  Accommodation. 

The  collectioQ  of  night-soil  from  the  few  remaining  houses 
needing  this  service  was  undertaken  by  the  Rural  District 
Council  under  contract.  The  number  was  again  reduced  and 
is  such  that  the  Council  is  proposing  to  discontinue  the  service 
in  March,  1963. 

5.  Public  Cleansing. 

The  neighbouring  Rural  District  Council  has  again  carried 
out  the  refuse  collection  satisfactorily.  The  number  of  dust¬ 
bins  increased  during  the  year,  and  the  figure  will  increase 
again  during  the  coming  year. 

6.  Swimming  Pool. 

Meetings  of  the  Joint  Committee  took  place  and  it  was 
decided  to  purchase  approximately  5^  acres  of  land  in  Pig 
Lane  as  the  site  for  a  new  Swimming  Pool. 

7.  Shops’  Act. 

No  infringements  were  found  during  the  year. 

8.  Caravan  Site. 

Many  caravans  on  the  new  Site  were  occupied  during  the 
year,  and  the  Site  was  very  well  maintained  and  run. 

9.  Smoke  Abatement. 

One  infringement  was  found  during  the  year  but  the 
owner  quickly  remedied  the  trouble  when  his  attention  was 
drawn  to  the  matter. 
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10.  Bed  Bugs. 

No  reports  of  infestations  were  received  during  the  year 
and  no  premises  were  found  to  be  infested. 

11.  Rat  and  Mice  Destruction. 

Complaints  of  rat  and  mice  infestation  were  dealt  with 
as  they  arose'. 

12.  Petroleum  Acta.

1 3 .  Slaughterhouse. 

After  efforts  to  purchase  land  for  the  proposed  new 
slaughterhouse  had  failed,  the  Council  make  a  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order.  Objections  were  received  as  a  result  of 
which  the  Council  varied  the  Order.  The  Order  had  not 
been  confirmed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Plans  and  workings  drawings  were  all  being  prepared 
ready  for  tender. 

14.  Noise  Abatement. 

Complaints  were  received  concerning  the  ringing  of 
chimes  on  ice  cream  vans  after  7  p.m.  This  practice  ceased 
when  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  vendor.
